All the articles 
on exhibition and sale were donat- 
ed by many of the deaf themselves, 
some of whom resided out of the 
State, other's were given by mer- 
chants of Ihe city. There whs also 
a large number of cash contribu- 
tions. 

The west half of the hall was 
partitioned off, and behin<i the 
screen was exhibited a Punch and 
Judy show. Mr. Fi-ed. Schwartz 
got up this part of ihe enlertain- 
ment, and it is hai-dly necessary to 
slate that it wa,s largely palronizeti, 
arrd that it pi-oved very entertain 
ing. Whoever Punch^ and Judy 
were, he understood the busine^'S to 
perfection. The admission w.-^ 
five anil ten cents, the former price 
being for pupils After paying the 
showman, nine dollar-s wer-e turned 
over to the Society.

Eleven gallons of 
ice-cream were dis(io8etl of, and 
more coulil have been, had the 
article lieen on hand. The Society 
wishes to express its sincere thanks 
lo all who, in any way, oonti-ibuted 
to its entei-tainment. "*

l<'air closed, luit iiiost of them have 
lieen sold. Among tlie late arrivals 
were seventy-two lioxes of fine 
stationery from Mr. and iSIrs. Geo. 
Van Doren, of near Dayton.
